The 
Proposed Income Tax, by its adverse 
affect on the Colony’s trade (the 
Proposal {tself has already been very 
harmful) will probably reduce the 
Colony’s normal revenue by a greater

Hugo Ramifications

clude sectlons of the 1917 Espionage 
Act, which have been moribund for 
20 years, requiring that agents, other 


than diplomatic officers, worling 
airectly for o forelgn government,

Principal changes affected under 
the new regulations; 

1. Tho requirement for agents to 
ro-register cvery sie months was 


.| clarified and strengthened, 


2. Persons engaged fn bona fide 
trade or commerce would not be 
required to register, ag they wero 
undér the old act. 

3. .Anyone engaged in any way 
In publicity, dissemination of informa- 
tlon, or political work for a fo: 
principal would be required to ro- 
gister, This -would also apply {to 
employees of Consulates or Embas- 
nies, who formerly were not covercd 
under the act. It would not apply 
to: the dwy accredited diplomatic 
officers whose {dentities wero well 
known to government officials. 

Americans To Rogistor 

The registration is required not 
only of aliens but of Americans who 
are pald by or under the direction 
of a forelgn government,*a foreign 
political party, business, partnerahip, 
association, corporation, a foreign 
individual, or a domestic organization 
subsidized directly or indirectly from 
foreign sources. 

Ht would apply to Americans acting 
us attorney, servants, ogents and 
publicity men, among others. 

Penalty for faillng to comply with 
the Anti-Esplonage Act is a $5,000 
fine and five years imprisonment; and

“This appears to us to be a task we
